in reality only tended to curtail the sphere 
of their usefalness, until at last the sys- 
tem fell to pieces from its owa inherent 
worthlesaness. The P gree proves one 
of two things—eitber the aathors of those 
various measares were not 60 well posted 
on the subject of education as they sup- 
they were and ought to have been 

fore they took them in hand, or they 
designedly so framed them as to make 
them practically useless, while pretend 
ing to acquiesce in the generally expressed 
desire of the people for a good practical 
system of education sach as would enable 
the very poorest in our midst to avail 
themselves of its advantages as a medium 
for the acqaisition of the rudiments of an 
English eaacation for (heir children, with- 
out having their names inscribed on the 
“gebool register as so olany paupers. Pub- 
lic opinion, which, on this sabject at

less poor, the disabled, or the criminal 
; because, while education, gene—- 

rally diffased among the mass of the peo 
ple, imparts strength, dignity, aud wealth 
- to a country, the want of it operates in 
ly the opposite direction, and is the 
prolific parent of by far the major portion 
ot all the poverty, wretchedness and 
crinie which prevails in this and other 
countries, as criminal statistics abundantly 
demonstrate. Yet it seems strange that 
intelligent men are fopnd amongst us who

time nor space to examine the various 
objections urged by, the advocates of 
limited knowledge to a free school sys- 
tem,—nor do we deem it necessary, os 
they have time and again been discussed 
and their fallacy pointed out,—but the'r 
leading objection, the one apoa which 
all others seem to hinge, is, that 
the daty of educating the child be- 
longs alone to the parent end not 
to the State, and jthat to apply the 
pablic revenues to such a purpose is on 
the one hand to encourage parental negli- 
in the matter of edacation by re- 
jeving perénts of potaral daty, and ov 
the other to divert the monry so spent 
from the legitimate objects for wich it 
was collected. The answer to this is, 
that if ignorance is the parent of crime,

The Attorney General replied, defending 
the Paris declaration; he said it was impos- 
sible to escape its obligations. ; 

Disraeli lanemted the subject had not been 
introduced earlier, so that it might bave ben 
brought to the attention of the recent Con- 
fereace of Powers in London. He said it was 
agreed that the declaration was injurious to 
England, but it must be respected antil it is 
formally revoked. 

Gladstone insisted the declaration was 
binding and its revocation could not be 
thonght of. The late Conference was un- 
authorized to reopen the settlement of 1856. 

The subject was then dropped and the 
Bouse went into Committee of Supply and 
the budget was violently assailed. 

Loxvon, April 21—The weekly returns of 
the Bank of England show the increase oi 
specie to be £249,000. ' 

In the House of Commons to-night, al- 
though the budget was to be submitted, the 
attendance of the members was light. 

Viscount Enfield, Under Foreign Secretary, 
in reply toan enquiry, stated that the Gov- 
ernment bad not been apprised of the renewal 
of relations between Spain and Mexico. 

Lowe, Chancillor of the Exchequer, intro- 
duced the Budget. He referred to the stu- 
pendous events which had transpired in 
Eufope since the last financial statement was 
presented—events of a character and magpi- 
tude to-set at naught all the estimates of 
trade and revenue; nevertheless, the resour- 
ces of the Kingdom had shown elasticity ; the 
reveoue was two and one-third millions io 
excess of the estimates and the expenditures 
fell balf a million below ‘them, while the cost 
of the army was half a million more than bad 
been calculated ; that the civil service war 
nearly a million less. = 

Lowe proceeded to give in detail the plap 
of the Government for further economy ; one 
ot the most important was placing chancery 
funds in the bands of the Government for con- 
version into stocks. 

The es imated expenses of the army, in- 
cluding those incurred by abolition of the 
purchase system are £16,000,000, and for the 
navy £9,760,000. ‘The estimates for civil 
service show an increase of £425,000 over 
those of last year, in consequence of the 
edacational measures. The revenue from the 
Customs for the ensuing financial year are 
estimated at less than lust year. The total 
receipts from all sources, it is expected, will 
not exceed io round figures £6,900,000, while 
the total expenditure may reach £7.200,000. 
The deficiency is set down at £275,000. 

The Chancellor said the fact that England 
could not be invaded secured ber credit aod 
insured her commerce.) He defended the 
recent réduction ia taxation on the ground 
that when they were made, war was: not ex- 
pected. He proposed to ‘restore taxes on 
dividends belonging to foreigners ; to abolish 
other exemptions from taxation, and to 
impose further duties on legal successions 
proportioned tothe amount thereof. He next 
proposed what he termed a resort of Ameri- 
cao) origin, viz: @ tax oo males. This was 
received with great laughter. 

Loxpox, April 24—An immense number of 
watch manufacturers and employes, bearing 
petitions againgt the proposed watch excise, 
assembied in the neighbdrhood of the Parlia- 
ment buildings’ this afternoon, and crowded 
the approaches to. the House of Commons. A 
strong force of police was on the ground and 
succecded ia\maintaining order, although the 
crowd was noisy and turbulent. A large pro- 
cession .rom East London, approachiug Par- 
liament yard, was dispersed oy the police to 
prevent danger from au accumulatiou of such 
masses of people. 

In the House of Commons, George Dixon, 
member for Birmingham, gave notice of « 
motion against the tax on watches. At the 
same time, he argued to demonstrate the 
fallacy. of Lowe's reagous for expecting a 
large revenue from increasing the activity in 
cotton fabrics and diminishing the price of 
cotton. The sum total demanded by Gov- 
ernment, he said was inordinate and unex- 
ampled in a time of peace 

Other members denounced the proposals of 
the Budget, as unduly interfering with every 
department of industry; 

Lowe replied and pointed te the postpone- 
ment of the army regulation bill, as calculat- 
ed to diminish the demands, aod remove the 
features of the budget which were. objected 
to;.but he generally defended his recommen- 
dations, and especially that for the watch tax 
because the import bore equally on the class- 
es of society-
